First degree murder charges were 
preferred Saturday against Antone 
(Tony) Moline, 70-year-old Indian, 
for the fatal shooting Friday eve- 
ning of his white wife, Ruth Carver 
Moline, aged about 40. The Molines, 
married less than a year, had had 
some domestic difficulty at times, 
according to reports, and Mrs, Mo- 
line left their home near El] Do- 
rado a few days before the shoot- 
ing, amd had been staying with 
friends, the Frank Belmonts, at 
Shingle Springs. 

Friday evening, according to of- 
ficers and witnesses, Moline ap- 
peared at the Belmont cabin and 
upon being admitted asked if his 
wife was there. Almost in the same 
breath, when he noted the woman 
sitting in a chair directly Op- 
posite the door, declared: “You're 
done for,” whipping a .45 calibre pis- 
tol from beneath his coat and start- 
ed firing. Two bullets struck Mrs. 
Moline in the stomach and one in 
the shoulder. 

Also struck by a _ bullet was 
her three-year-old daughter Alice 
who was seated on her mother’s lap 
when Moline entered. The bullet 
grazed her left wrist, causing but a 
slight wound. As the assailant 
opened fire the victim apparently 
Started to rise, exclaiming: “Oh, 
my stomach,” continued to rise then 
reeled. One shot barely missed Jake 
Lohmiller, one of several other per- 
sons in the one-room cabin at the 
time. Lohmiller was seated near a 
small table in the corner, the mis- 
Sile (rashing into a half-gallon jug 
which-appeared to have contained a 
small quantity of wine. ‘ 

Moline, according to reports, ap- 
peared to have trained the gun on 
Roscoe Shaw, one of those present, 
who believed he was to be the next 
victim, but apparently the mechan- 
ism failed. Shaw told reporters, “I 
made for the door with him after 
me. He caught me back of the 
house and hit me with the butt of 
his forty-five.” Shaw was given 
medical aid, as was little Alice, but 
was not seriously injured, 

Irene Belmont, aged about 12, was 
assisting her mother with the eve- 
ning dishes when Moline rapped on 
the door. She declared that when 
she opened the door, “I saw an 
awful wild look in his eye—then he 
started shooting at Ruth.” She lat-

The storekeeper said 
he and Moline had been friends 
for twenty years, and during the 
visit Friday evening nothing un- 
usual was noted in his actions. He 
apparently went directly to the Bel- 
mont home after leaving Scheiber 
at closing-up time. 

Reporters and photographers who 
visited the scene Saturday morning 
saw what some observers declared 
a “scene from ‘Tobacco Road’.” Wit- 
nesses to the previous night’s shoot- 
ing welcomed newsmen, talking 
freely of the affair and for the ben- 
efit of photographers and re- 
porters, re-enacting the shooting 
with considerable “dramatic touch.” 

Moline, himself appeared little 
perturbed when taken from his jail 
cell Saturday afternoon. He stated 
that he was 70 years old last 
June. Born in Amador county the 
Indian said, “I was raised by white 
folks.” He willingly posed for pic- 
tures.. 

Neighbors and others who claim- 
ed to have known the family for 
some time, declared they frequently 
had quarreled and on one occasion 
the husband was said to have called 
for officers, declaring his wife was 
crazy and should be “taken away.”

Snow and freezing weather clamp- 
ed most of the nation in a wintry 
grip today as destructive gales which 
left at least 52 persons dead in the 
midwest battered furiously at the 
eastern seaboard, 

Winter’s early invasion was the 
most severe in decades, causing un- 
counted millions of dollars’ property 
damage across a broad belt of the 
central and southern sectors in ad- 
dition to the heavy toll of human 
lives. 

And the force of the storm—a ter- 
rifying compound of wind, snow and 
cold—was not spent. Fifty-mile-an- 
hour winds tore at property in New 
England and the Middle Atlantic 
States as temperatures dropped to 
freezing levels. Icy squalls and show 
pounded at the Rocky Mountain re- 
gion for the fourth day. 

Only the California area escaped 


[the storm’s wrath, which swept in 


from the extreme northwest five 
days ago and hewed to a costly 
course southeasterly, then nofth- 
easterly across the nation—sparing 
only isolated. points. 

The U. S. Weather Bureau at Chi- 
cago continued cold, with snow flur- 
ries and frosty winds in the north 
central states.
